Oxford. England, June 7.—Theodore 


Roosevelt was the guest of Oxford to- 
day. He delivered the Romanes lec- 
ture and the university conferred upon 
him the honorary degree of doctor of 
civil law. 
" Oxford was glad to see the fprmer 
president and made the fact known. 
First there was a reception given by 
the mayor of the corporation at the 
town hall. The auditorium was filled 
to its limits and when the, guest ap- 
peared the audience joined In singing 
"For He's a Jolly Good Fellow." 


From the town hall Mr. Roosevelt 


made hurried visits to the leading col- 
leges and to other places of historic 
Interest. He was entertained at lunch- 
eon, by the American club, leaving soon 
after for the Sheldontan theater for 
his lecture and the ceremonies that 
added a doctor of civil law to the other 
honorary titles that have 
been be- 


stowed upon him. 


Mr. Roosevelt's voice failed him after 


a time and he was obliged to leave un- 
read the latter part of his lecture. 


Mr. Roosevelt's Lecture. 


Mr. Roosevelt's subject was "Biolog- 


ical Analogies In History." He said in 
part: 


"Rome fell by attack from wltho'.it

Is 
true of my own; while we should bo 
vigilant against foes from without, yet 
we need never realiji fear them so long 
as we safeguard ourselves against tho 
enemies within our own households;

Have Been Killed. 


Naples. June 7.—Death and disaster 


seized the central Campania when it 
was shaken by an earthauake early 
today. The shock appeared to center 
in the province of Avellino for the 
greatest damage was done at Calitrl. 


2,300 inhabitants, several houses , feU 
and a number of people were injured, 
but so far as learned no deaths oc- 
curred. 


As soon as news of the disaster wa» 


received here Premier Luzzattl ordered

twenty persons were killed. 


The telegraph wires are down and 


only meagre news of the catastrophe 
is obtainable. At Valate, near Calitrl,

Judge Scanlan devoted tho greater 


part of his decision to a consideration 
of the arguments of the defense that 
a joint assembly of tho legislature 10 
elect a United States senator is a cre- 
ation of the federal government and 
when a member of the legislature en- 
ters that joint assembly he ceases to 
be a state legislator or official and bo- 
ccmes a federal official and agent. The 
decision then reached the conclusion 
that a person charged with bribing a 
legislator to vote for a person for sen- 
ator would not be amenable to state 
laws. 
Judge Scanlan 
refuted practically 


every argument of the defense by cit- 
ing the constitution and several stat- 
utes passed by congress In 1866 bear- 
Ing on the election of United States 
senators. 
Judge Scanlan said: 
"If 


congress considered statet legislators 
In 
joint 
assembly 
federal officials, 


would they not have passed some fed- 
eral law bearing on the bribery of 
state officials?" 
Judge Scanlan further said that a 


state legislator Is a state official who 
derives his right to \-ote for United 
States senators from the United States 
constitution. Judge Scanlan quoted a 
dictum of the United States supreme 
court that state legislators, when vot- 
ing for United States senator are not 
federal officials. 
Judge Scanlan then 


concluded his decision as follows: 


"This case conclusively shows that 


the national government may have the 
"power to regulate the procedure of 
certain state officials without in any 
way changing their character or their 
Identity from :.tate to federal officials. 


"My conclusion is that state offi- 


cials, and not federal officials vote for

It centered In the province of 
Avellino In Campania, but extended 
throughout the provinces of Benerento, 
Cambaxso, Caserta and 
Naples. A 


panic was created at Torre Annunzlata 
and Torre del Creole, where" the pop- 
ulation live In constant fear of an 
eruption from Mt. Vesuvius. Reports 
from Baslllcata say that the shock Wat 
felt severely at Polenza. Similar re- 
ports come from Paola and Catanzaro 
In the compartment of Callbrla and 
from Palermo on the northern coast of 
Sicily. 


The province of Avellino 
occupies 


zone where the shocks were felt. Tho 
premier took personal direction of the 
work of rescue. He also sent the gen- 
eral inspector of health and a corps of 
medical men with ambulances to tie 


cene. 
The prefect of Avellino has sent ur- 


gent messages to the government ask- 
ing for $2,000 for immediate use. Pre- 
mier Luzzatti at once forwarded .110,- 
000 to the prefect.

King Hurries to the Scene. 


King Victor Emanuel ordered a spe- 


cial train made ready for him as It* 
wished to visit personally the zone of 
the disturbance. The government ha» 
decided to ask parliament for an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for Immediate 
relief. 


The king, accompanied by Qneett 


Helena, left for Avellino on a special 
train at 2 o'clock this afternoon. Two 
automobiles for their use were placed 
on board the train. Her majesty In- 
sisted upon going with tho king In- 
stead of sending some one to repre- 
sent her. The queen declared that 
her experience at Meslna convinced 
her of the need of some one with au- 
thority who understood how to deal 
with such an emergency and to give 
first aid.

The 
sleeping towns were aroused by the 
shaking of walls, the rattling of fur- 
nltute and the falling of plaster from 
the ceilings. In a moment panic had 
seized the Inhabitants, who live in daily 
fear of a seismic disaster. Half naked 
men, 
women and 
children fled from 


their homes screaming with terror. 


They had In their minds visions of 


Messina and the horror of Resgio. Re- 
cently there was gossiped about a pre- 
diction that the approach of Halley's 
comet portended the end of the world.

as soon afterward as 
practicable. 


In a measure, the "demonstrations" 
on these farms are to replace printed 
bulletins—here bulletins are to be 
seen In operation! "Corn—one hun- 
dred bushels to the acre." becomes a 
slogan to farmers and not a mere 
"professor's notion." when they may 
drive past the prosperity station's 
fields on the way to town and see the 
crop growing by the roadside. Every 
month the farmers may attend meet- 
Ings at the prosperity farms and In- 
spect the ' progress of the 
crops. 


Many of these gatherings have a so- 
cial aspect. 
While the men talk 


crops, the women prepare dinners 
and discuss fashions. 
Two profes- 


sors from 
the college spend their 


time after March 1 in traveling over 
the state to direct the work at the 
various stations: and it has been 
proposed to send domestic science 
teachers to the meetings to ta.lk to 
the women. The plan surely is one 
that business men. professors, press 
agents, and poet* alike may envy and
